;•.The public is painfully familiar with the fact that there is in 
this .'country' an 'organization known as the Industrial Worker 
o| the World. It knows something of its brutal and. dangerou: 
ifjejliods in the industrial field, but-the probability is that com- 
paratively few. are aware of. the dreams'tincl aims of-the organ- 
i'zatipii"as<iset'forth a few days ags|by-its sec/elaiy and treas- 
ijt£r^William D. Haywood, whe«uh&Ji}$(e,aied, before the 
t|^e/al'.cqmmission appointed to inquile"nilo the purposes and 
plltnsof a body that has already proved itself to be a dangerous 
efejrneht in American life. 
' ' i n the. course of his testimony Mr. Haywood said that in the 
new era, meaning by this the time when the ideas of the I. W. 
W. would prevail, there'would be; no large cities because there 
would be no "idle brokers, lawyers and financiers to occupy 
them." When asked what would become of New York he 
Said it would be torn down or left as a monument to the fool- 
ishness'ot this .age. According to the testimony of Mr. Hay- 
\yrjpd the dream 'of the I. W. W. is that of "a world in. which 
labor, organized inj:o:a vast, compact union, should control all 
the means of production, and in wljjch.there should be no such 
. thing as 'capital.' " Mr. Haywoo3gv<en,t on to say that there 


r can be no identity of interest betwedfTcapital and labor and 


tlfat this.stniggle must go 611 until there shall be no govern- 
ni'eiit and no;states, as we know them now. When asked 
w,ha't methods would be employed to bring about this change 
Mr.;Haywood''answered: "1 believe in any kind of tactics. 1 
don't care if it means revolution."

.Here at last we have the real.program of the I. W. W. as set 


forth by one of its leaders. It is not a labor organization in the 
ordinary acceptance of the term, but -a revolutionary body 
dreaming of the abolition of civil government as it exists lo- 
day^and the country and all of its affairs controlled by "labor;'
